Here the coast, which runs 
Dl ,rth and south up to this point, takes a 
jjharp turn inland, bordered by very 
high hills, running to a distance pf 
fc bout three miles, then turning out

altogether. 

Tbi* lk *r i* a sort of short cut and can 
b*» traversed on horseback^ In a storm 
the horseman will one minute be high 
aud dry on land, the next minute a 
large wave will roll up and running 
under the horse's feet to the depth of a 
or more, the rider will be for an 
i^raut fonr miles or so at sea on horse- 
yk, with no land nearer than the high 
bluffs of the mainland in sight. 

Moss agates may be found in abun¬ 
dance ou the pebbly beach, and when the 
<un shines they glitter with dazzling 
brightness. 

The wild dnck that frequent this part 
of the (‘(.vast literally fill this iuland bay, 
and the passing hunter, should he take 
* ?bot at them, will raise such a cloud 
and such a quacking that he will think 
all the dm ks of the earth have gathered 
tb«re. Occasionally some wild beast 
]ike&t>ear or a panther will be found 
closing this bar, and the Indians have 
much sport w hen such a thing happens, 
the auimal rarely escaping capture or 
death. * - 

Here the Digger Indians abound, liv¬ 
ing on the shellfish, w hich they catch 
bing the beach, seldom going over the 
ridge of hills to capture a deer, which 
arc plentiful. It would astonish a Yale 
„r Harvard football man to come upon 
uu* scene some bright tnorniug at low 
riieabd see the squaws and children 
paying lacrosse ou the beach. They get 
«u excited with their sport that they 
hrp it up until the tide drives them 
lium the beach, ofteu staying there uu« 
td they have to chase the ball down into 
the surf.—Detroit Free Press.
